Applicants provided new arguments re the functioning of their invention to point out the 
differences between the references and the claimed invention. They are: 

(1 ) . Invention uses the diversion of the return flow (by the obstruction and the slots in 
the recycle conduit) to blow off the creep flow of liquid drops on the external surface of 
the recycle conduit radially outward. 

(2) . There is no obstruction in the recycle conduit of '477 ref. 

(3) . Hodgson is horizontal 

(4) . Hodgson does not have a recycle conduit, and the modification of '477 in view of 
Hodgson has, therefore, no motivation. One of ordinary skill, if at all motivated by 
Hodgson, would only modify the main flow of the '477 invention, not the recycle flow, 
because the Hodgson ref modifies the main flow. 

In response, examiner stated that the motivation need not be what the applicant 
intended, that the motivation in this case, for removal of droplets in the gas stream in 
the conduit by having a conical impingement baffle as taught by Hodgson, was clearly 
stated in the rejection. 

In response to applicants' suggestion of amending the claim to incorporate (1) above as 
a limitation in the claim, examiner stated that such a limitation would be inherent in 
WO'477 in view of Hodgson, even though the references do not suggest it.
